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The festival of the New Year is somcthing more than a New Year's lay. 
It serves as a solemn prelude to the still more solemn Day of Atonement. The 
quaint yet impressive tones of the S/o ur serve to remind us that a new couree 
of the seasons has commenced, and with it a fresh opportunity for the formation 
of new habits and the eradication of old onca. Judaism has alwave been a reli- 
gion of discipline rather than of sudden conversion, and in framing the regn- 
lations for the Day of Days, the Rabbis wisely appointed a preparatory period in 
the ten days preceding the Yom Kippur. Of these “ Penitential Days,” as they 
are called, the “ Day of Memorial ’’ is the first,and its solemn and sedate cere- 
monies are a fitting precursor of the Day of Atonement. At the same time 
it has a brighter aspect as the old Jewish New Year's Day and thus its double 
character rightly stands between the harmless mirth of the secular days and the 
solemnity of the Penitential Daye. 


The King of Roumania is mentioned as a candidate for the vacant princedom 
of Bulgaria. Although Roumania has earncd an unenviable notoriety by her 
scandalous treatment of the Jewe, of which she is now reaping the inevitable 
result in the paralysis of her trade, it would be entirely wrong to conclude that 
the Jewish persecutions are due to any personal influence of the reigning prince. 
On the contrary, King Charles subscribed out of his private purse to the repair of 
the synagogue at Bucharest when it was wrecked by a mob ; he received Sir Moses 
Montefiore with distinction ; and has always acted as a German of the house of 
{lohenzollern, abreast of the civilization of his epoch, might be expected to com- 
port himself. Whether a closer union between Bulgaria and Roumania would 
lead to the tolerance of Bulgaria spreading among tlre Wallachs, or to the pre ju- 
dices of Roumanians being communicated to their neighbours, no one can prophesy. 
Perhaps the present economical crisis will have taught the Roumanian people 
that the industry and commerce of a country will never flourish if it treats the 
most active traders as criminals. 


Attention should be given to the inhuinan treatment of the Jewish emigrants 
shipped back to Europe through the refusal of the Emigration Commissioners 
to permit them to land at New York. It apnears to be the practice to obtain 
for these unfortunate persons a free passage to England in return for services 
rendered on board cattle ships. flere the unfortunate emigrants are kicked and 
cuffed about, and treated generally as if they were part of the quadruped cargo. 
The officers of the United Hebrew Charities of New York may be justified—of 
which we entertain serious doubt—in supporting and often invoking the regula- 
tions of the Emigration Laws of the United States, but there can be no reason 
whatever why they should not secure for their poor, helplese, homeless brethren 
decent treatment whilst on their miscrable journey back to Europe to begin 
anew their sad pilgrimage to find a resting place and « haven of refuge. 


The significant circumstance of Mr. Claude G. Montefiore preaching a sermon | 


on the oceasion of the re-consecration of the Southampton Synagogue, has been 
followed by Mr. Oswald J. Simon (son of Sir John Simon) being invited to 
preach on New Year in the South Manchester Synagogue. Both congregations 
are under the spiritual direction of the Chief Rabbi, and we. hail with much 
satisfaction these “signs of the timee.’’ Mr. Montefiore and Mr. Simon are lay 
members of the “ Reform " Congregation. ‘ One swallow does not make a 
summer,” and it is misleading to generalise upon isolated facts. Nevertheless, 
we are justified in remarking with gratification the apparent eagerness with which 
congregations are availing themselves of the services of these two lay members 
of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, in which place of worship, by the bye, 
neither has yet preached. But no manis a prophet in his own congregation. 
Lay preaching should undoubtedly be extended amongst us, and it is only io 
quite recent years that it had fallen into desuctude. 


On Sunday last an addition was made to the number of metropolitan syna- 
gogues by the consecration of the Spanish and Portuguese North London Tem- 
porary Branch Synagogue, which is located in the spacious and newly built 
schoolrooms of Mr. A. Goldsmith's North London Collegiate School in Mildinay 
Park. By this combination the conrection between the school and the syna- 
gogue, illustrated by the German word Schule,is fully maintaincd. Although 
the synagogue is but a temporary one, it must be remembered that several of 
the constituent synagogues of the United Synagogue, such as the Borough, 
North London, and later still, the St. John’s Wood and Dalston, sprang from 
cqually email beginnings. The latest place of worship is not without consider- 
able significance. It bears testimony, in the first place, to the vitality of the 
congregation of the Spanish and Portuguese Jews in London. Whilst the 
wealthier members of that congregation have migrated westward and the 
poorer ones eastward of Bevis Marks, a prosperous middle class section has 
found its way to the North of London, and at present numbers about two hun- 
dred souls. The new Branch Synagogue in Mildmay Park also marks an epoch 
in the history of the Sephardim community, for it is the first place of worship of 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews in London established by private initiative, with 
the concurrence of the authorities in Bevis Marks, Even without such concur- 
rence its formation would still have been possible, for the law prohibiting the 
holding of a Minyan within a certain distance from the synagogue in the City— 
which was one of the causes of the memorable secession that led to the estab- 
lishment of the Reform Congregation—has long been abolished. It was,

September 26th, 1856, 
SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—The letter of the Rev. Joseph A. Simmons, im your last issue, has 
been written in ignorance of some of the facts connected with the Shaaré Tikva 
School, and the cause of the resolutioa of the Yehidim to which he calls attention 

The resolution was but one of many recommendations of a committce 
appointed to inquire into the service and the attendance at Bevis Marks Synagogue 
and gives expre-sion to the pain felt by many members of the congregation at the 
closing of their old-established Boys’ School—a pain not in any way lessened by 
the fact that Hebrew and religion are still to some extent imparted at special 
clasace to those who were formerly known as pupils of the Shaaré Tikva. 

The presence or absence from Bevis Marks of between 70 or 1\X) boys is a 
matter of interest to the redaced number of worshippers now attending that syna- 
gogue, and hence it is, presume, why the committee thought fit to include the subject 
in their report tothe Yehidim, I had nothing todo with this committee, but for 
the reason I have just stated I supported the resolution. 

Mr. Simmons does not state the case fairly. While the school existed, the 
boys had Hebrew and religion taught them dui/y, not only by the Rev. S. J, Roco, 
as Mr. Sio.mons would have you believe, but by the head master, Mr. M. D. Davis, 
as well, It is @ very poor exchange from that arrangement to the instruction now 
provided by the committee twice a week, even allowing for the Jewish instruction 
said to be given for a short time every morning at the Board Schools, The Shaaré 
Tikva boys were dispersed and divided between Cast:e Street, Settle Street, and 
Chicksand Street Board Schools, and I should be glad to believe that at cach of 
these schools the Jewish pupils receive special instruction in their religion. 

Mr. Simmons nairc/y refers to the ceremony of Barmitsvah, and to the reading 
éf an Haftarah as the continuance of the old school practices. 

I have been taught to look upon these as practices of a religion and not of any 
particular boys’ sctool, and [ am old-fashioned enough to continue thinking so, 

Mr. Simmoons’s self-complacency appears to be very great with regard to the 
success attending the labours of himself and the Rev. 8. J. Roco, bat I think he 
goes too far in vaunting the superior tone of his classes as compared with the old 
Shaaré Tikva with which he had no connection wha‘ever, and he would the more 
easily satisfy the congregation and community at large if his patrons were to have 
the boys examined by some gentleman inspi:ing confidence and unconnected with 
the old school, 

Finally, I would assure Mr, Simmons that there is no thought of complaining 
of his work ; it is the system, not the men, who are to blame. Mr, loco was good 
enough at our last meeting to explain what was now being done, and not a word 
was uttered by anyone which would in the least detract from the respect and 
affection which we all feel for our minister. 

Mr. Simmons will, I trust, be satisfied with this,

religions training was well looked after by che Jewish ministers at Birmingham. 
Now I will ask you as a sensible man to state how it is possible for a sowien 
minister or a Jewish layman, whatever he may wish to do, to well look after th 
religious training of a number of incorrigible urchins when that instruction betes 
siete of a short visit once or twice a week, perhaps net as often ; why, Mr. Editor, 
every sane person must own it is not the short lesson and admonition these gentie- 
men instil into their minds that will have any effect unless there is some one put over 
them to see they practice what they have been taught and in the end to wok 
them good members of the Jewish community. Nothing less than a Jewish school 
will effect this whereby a superintendent can be with the children to see they carry 
out what they are taught, to sce that when they rise in the morning and retire to 
rest at night they offer up their devotions to the one God, and pray that He may 
help them from evil associations, to teach them after they have partaken of their 
meals to give thanks to Him who has provided them with their daily food. I ark 
can a non-Jewish official do this even if he wae willing to doso ? Mr. Emanuel does 
not name whether in his hobby, the Gem Strect School, the J wish — onnerves 
the dietary laws when there. Will he inform me? I would nek him to read 
the latter part of a letter I wrote, and which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle on 
April 17th, 1885, and answer the query ina straightforward manner. : Iam glad 
to see I can agree with one of his remarks that it woa' ib2 most undesirable to send 
our refractory children to the Jews’ Hospital, but if for the purpose of economy we 

re tosendour incorrigible children toa non-Jewish home, why not for the same 
reason send our orphans at Norwood to that excellent non-Jewish Institution, th 
London Or} han Asylum, Whata asaring if won ‘d be! Liike consistency. No doubs 
it is a difficult thing to cope with the establishment of a Jewish Industrial School, 
but as the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler writes “ in spite of that he will stillcontinue to 
give his earnest consideration to the matter.” Happily these chi'dren are but 
few, therefore we might commence with a small house, and we might for the sake 
of economy make arrangements with a non-Jewish school for these children to 
receive their secular and industrial education at such an Institution, and their 
board, lodging and religious training at the home. I hope ere long with Mr. 
Emanuel we shall havea satisfactory solution of this difficult problem, but with all 
dne respect to him, not on the linea he has suggested, but on those on which our 
Delegate Chief Rabbi wishes the establishment of a Jewish Industrial School,

Sir,—The custom of reciting Psalm xci. with the preceding verse at funerals, 
referred to in your last week's impression, seems to Owe its origin to the explana- 
tion in Midrash-rabah (Numb, c, 12) that the Psalm was compiled by Moses as was 
the preceding Psalm. Moses, when ascending the Mount to die, was assured by 
the Lord that “ He will give the angels charge over him, and there shall no evil 
befall him, 

The word }" (verse 10) refers to “Gehinam”™ (Nedarim, pp. 22,40), The 
Pealm evidently points to Divine protection, which believers enjoy who “ abide and 
repose under the shadow of the Almighty,” as beautifully explained by R. Joseph 
Albo in Ikarim (ch. iv. § 37). “The snare of.the fowler’’-(verse 3) is meant ina 
spiritual sense, i.c., the snare of temptation. ‘ With long life I will satisfy him "’ 
means eternal felicity in the other world, The mystical explanation of verse 9. 
“my refuge,” refers to refuge. against the influence of demons. The Septuagint 
renders the text, ‘the destruction that wasteth at nuon-day "' (verse 6), the naam. 
day demon, which is in accordance with Targum on verse 5, and for these reasons 
was the Psalm called D'PIE OW WY’ (“Song of the meetings with evil spirite ’). 
Talm. Shebuoth 15b,and Rashbam on Baha-Bathra, p. 10Ub,. But the Kabbis of 
Palestine, when they were aware that people repeated the verses exclusively for

THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 

The Report of the “ Financial Arrang ements Committee " has been issued, 
This important Committee was appointed by the Council on February 2, 15%6,“ to 
consider and report on the Financial Arrangements of the Synagogues.” Happy 
selection was made of the gentlemen appointed to form this committee, and their 
names are a guarantee of their ability to deal with this intricate question with that 
thorough consideration which they have bestowed on it. The members of the Com- 
mittee are, Lord Rothschild, Messre, Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., David Davis, Henry 
Lucas, Noah Davis, Maurice Hart, I. M. Marks, ‘I. A. Joseph, Ellis A, Franklin, 
Hyman, A, Abrahams and A. E, Sydney. 

The framers of the United Synagogue Act which has now boen in force for 16 
years, provided expressly facile machinery for the amendment of the present system 
of finance. Failing experience how a acheme for the administration of the fandsof a 
corporate body such as the United Synagogue would work,they were necessarily oblige: 
to introduces system founded entirely on theory, and which, though it has worked 
hitherto for the communal benefit, has shown itselfsomewhat unsuited tothe change- 
able condition of the constituent congregations. A provision was made inthe Act of 
1870 for a revision of the financial arrangements at the expiration of three years 
from the passing of the Act. These three years had hardly expired b- fore en‘es- 
vours were made to aler the system of accounts, Feveral Committces were appointed 
without leading to any practical result. While the Union was limited to five syna- 
gogucs only, one of which—the Hambro’—failed to psy ite way from the very first, the 
system did not break down ; but with the extension cf the Union and with the shifting 
of the Jewish population that has continued incessantly during the last few years, the 
circumstances have become so modified as to render a reconstruction of the financial 
system imperatively necessary, Underthe existing system the General Fand was 
not regarded so much as the common property of all the synagogues, to be 
jealously guarded for the benefit of all, but rather was considered asa “ great milch 
cow,” from which every synagogue could draw ad libitum, irrespective alike of the 
claims of the other synagogues, and of the general financial condition of the Corpo- 
ration and the increasing demands upon its sources, A very cursory examination 
of the annual accounts of the Constituent Synagogues and the reports which accom- | 
panied them exhibit the strange fact that the “sarplus" of each of the local syna- 
gogues, after payiog local requirements, was alluded to asa surplus balance which 
was “ handed over ” to the United Synagogue asa gift, utterly regardless of making 
necessary provision forthe general claims of the Corporate Body for commaual 
expenditure and for meeting such charges as contributions to the Board of 
Guardians, Overseers’ Distribution, Hospital, &c., Visitation, Salaries, Pensions, 
ke. A synagogue handed over, say £190, and at the same time its representatives 
with a light heart voted in favour of the expenditure of £200, throwing the respon- 
sibility of finding the balance on the United Synagogue and apparently caring very 
little for the necessities of the community at large so long as the local demands 
were complied with. The very essence of the amalgamation, namely the community 
of interest between synagogue andsynagogue was entirely lost sight of in the scram- 
ble for inflating local expenditure, Thus, a synagogue, despite ita impecuniosity, 
could obtain support in ite extravagance from other synagogues by means of what 
was called by a correspondent a system of ‘‘ knock-out.” <A and C would belp B in 
voting in favour of his local demands on B promising to retarn the favour when 
their local budget was under consideration, The members who were independent of 
‘“shoolism "' and tenaciously supported the Finance Committee against inordinate 
local demands were comparatively few and were easily outvoted. 

The deficit shown in the General Accounts for the past year amounted to £665, 
It had long been clear that there was need of bringing to an end the system which 
had hitherto obtained. The deficit brought matters toa crisis. It waa now felt 
thatthe situation mus’ be boldly face] and advantage taken of the provision in the 
Act for the revision of the financial arrangements. 

In the Report it is pointed out that “as regards the revenue, it is not a diminu- 
tion of aggregate receipts that has to be recorded but a considerable diminution in 
the amount available for current expenditure.” In other words the income has not 
fallen off bat the establishment charges have been swolleu beyond the resources of 
the congregation. It scarcely needs to be pointed out that the demand for financial 
reform had two objects in view : giving the synagogues independent control over 
their local expenditure and protecting the General Council from the consequences of 
passing accounts without adequate means of meeting the requirements ef the Bud- 
gete adopted. Any new system should therefore bring under prominent attentien 
of each synagogue the general communal burdens it has to bear including the sup- 
port of synagogues unable to pay their way and which it is necessary to maintain ; 
as well as the duty of assisting in founding new synagogues. 

In April last the Council adopted a “ principle" for the guidance of the Com 
mittee in the form of the following resolutions : 

“ Tnat this Council deema it expedient to endeavour to satisfy a desire which 

bas been generally expressed for greater freedom of action by the Local Boards of 
Management and with that view recommends that, subject to the Council being satis- 
fied as to the details of figures of any such Scheme, arrangements be made by which, 
after providing for all outlays considered by the Council necessary for general pur- 
poses, for local salaries, aud for such other local expenses as the United Synagogue 
may be directly responsible for, any balance of local income be left under the con- 
trol of the Local Boards of Management, although such a measure is not in agree- 
ment with the financial arrangements ander which the affairs of the United pyna- 
gogue have hitherto been administered. 
7 “That with respect to euch synagogues as under such system may show a 
deficiency, proposals for meeting this deficiency from the general income of the 
United Synagogue may be submitted at the commencement of each year, any such 
subvention, when voted, to be included in the sum to be provided for general 
purposes, 


The essence of the new scheme consists in this : An assessment for the genera] 
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purposes of the congregation will be charged on the Gross Revenue of « very consti- 
tuent synagogue. This assesament will be variable ac ‘ording to the requirements of 
each year. After hypothecating this general assesemeat and what are properly 
called‘ primary charges namely such items as salaries, rents, and taxes, and in- 
surance, the balance will be at the disposal of the Local Board of Management. 
This control by the Local Committee is absolute. Ths Board of Management will 
aot be required, as hitherto, to appeal to the Council for every trifling expenditure, 
Such items as may be required for choir, Minyan, candles and gas, palms and 
willows, printing, stationery &c., will be voted upon in the case of synagogues 
able to pay their way, by the Local Committee only, without submitting any one 
item to the Council for its approval. There will in fact be “Home Rule" 
to the fullest possible extent compatible, of course, with the preservation of 
the Union, meeting Imperial Taxation and the necessity for maintaining 
places of Worship which are unable to meet even the “ primary charges” 
or it may be of their own resources paying for their local requirements ; 
for these purposes a special variable assesament will be made, The interests of the 
#ynagogue will in future rather tend to canse their representatives at the Council 
to scrutinise tha burdens of synagogues witha deficit than, as hitherto, helping them 
to increase it, 

With the object of showing the practical result of the prop sed Scheme, tables 

are appended to the R»port which are in fact molel balance sheets based upon tho 
financial position of each synagogue for 1835. The general accoant of the United 
Synagogue shows inthis forma surplas of £47 ; five synagogues only show a credit 
balance :—Great, (167) - Central, (£60);8t. John’s Wood, (£29); West Exd,( £99) and 
Dalston, (£227). These synagogues haveafin turplus, entire'y attheir own disposal, 
amounting in theaggregate to €522. Five have adeficit “for local requirements,’’ viz, 
the Hambro’ £195 ; New, £59 ; Borough, £108; East London, £129; North Londow 
£39. The most ¢! tring and indefensibdleinstance of a deficit is that of the Hambro’, 
Under the proposed Scheme the total deficit for 18385 of tis synavozue is showa to 
be £311, £116 on * primary charges" and £195 on “local requiremen‘s,” 
Each of the other syhagoyues is assessed pro rata to make K od these deli sits. The 
nitural resclt will be that each item of local expenditure of synagozues with 
deficits will be closely scra inisedatthe Council; whereas synagozues which show 
& surplus will be left quite unfettered in their local expenditure. A direct stimulus 
will thus be given to each constituent congregation to show a favourable balance 
sheet soas to be relieved from the necessity of sabmitting every item of local ex. 
penditure for the previous sanction of the General Council, ) 
; Perhaps ho report has engaged more earnest attention by those responsible for 
its preparation than the interesting and able document before us, We are told that 
“the incep:ion of the Schemes which is presented in this Report is originally due to 
Mr. David Davia, one of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue who has now 
held that poss for a period of eleven years, and who has devoted to the 
preparation of the proposed arrangements a large amount of 
patient investigatioa and ability which the Committee ‘feel it to be 
duty to specially recognise." 1t would, perhaps, be invidious to mention 
other names wher: all showed markel capacity and jntelligent power to 
grapple with a peculiarly intricate question. It is, however, but seant justice to 
mention that Lord Rothschild gave unsparingly to the Committee the benefit of an 
inherite l capacity for dealing with figures and vied with his colleagues in patient 
consideration of the several mattera that required careful review before the Scheme 
could be developed ina completed form. The self-sacrificing services of Mr. Lione] 
L. Cohen, M.P., have been displayed ia this matter a3 conspicuously as usual, Not. 
withstanding that he was on a Royal Commission, that he was engaged ina Genera] 
Election and in the discharge of his Parliamentary duties, he yes found time for 
giving the closest scrutiny to every detail connected with the Scheme, which will 
probibly owe its ultimate success to the admirable manver ia which Mr, Cohea, 
with his accustomed skill, has embodied the views of his colleagues in the 
Report, the original draft of which was prepared by

will also no doubt appreciate the skill of its zealous secretary, Dr, Asher, 
who includes in his versatile talents an unusual grasp of figures, abundantly exhi- 
bited in the statistics given in the Schedules, One of the most instructive of these 
Tables is a statement showing the Income and Expenditure of the United Synagogue 
since the amalgamation, together with particulars, during the same period, of seat 
rental, communal rates, and offerings in the constituent synagogues, 

The Report, as whole, is a masterly, statesmanlike document. No one who 
patiently reads and impartially stadies it can doubt the painstaking care bestowed 
upon its preparation, the justice and efficacy of its conclusions and the wisdom and 
expediency of its recommendations, Its cordial—we can scarcely hope unanimous— 
adoption by the Council would be but a just tribute of gratitude to those res. 
pousible for its presentation, and to whom, in any result the thanks of ths Counci 
are eminently due. 

The Resolutions recommended by the Committee for adoption by the Council 
are twenty-one in number. Several are merely formal and to the effect that all 
monies received shall, as hitherto, be paid into one general uccount at the Bank of 
England ; that-the Burial and Building Rates shall continue to be paid into special 
Funds; that the new fivancial arrangements shall remain in force for three years - 
that cost of repairs shall becharged to the Building Fund ; that Boards of Manage- 
ment may arrange for collection of accounts quarterly or more frequently ; ete. 
The following is the text of the most important of the Resolutions :-— 

Ill. There shall be an annual assessment on the gross revenue of each synagogue to meet the 
General Expenditure of the United Synagogue, which assessment shall be calculated on the 
gross revenue of the previous year, and shall be variable in amount in accordance with the 
requirements of cach year, and such assessment shall be prepared by the Finance Com. 
mittee at the commencement of each financial year, and submitted to the Counetl for Sppro- 
val, with a statement of the expenditure for which it is intended to provide. Gross Reve 1ue 
in this Scheme shell mean revenue Ccerived from feat-rental, Offerings (unless specially 
hypothecated to some purpose over which the Local Board of Management has no control) 
Taxation, Building and Burjal Katee, Interest on Legacics, lacome from Endowments, and 
every other item of income from every source. When a synazogue slall have been a con 
sli vent less than one sear prior to the commencement of the current year under revi Ww, 
the Gross Revenue for the previous year rhall, for the purpose of this schcme, be con-idered 
to be of the same amount asthe estimated Gross Revenue for the current year under 
review, 

IV. After the assessment specified in Clause III. for the General Purposes of the United Syna 
gogue, the amounts whch, aftcr previous sanction by the Courcil,may te required for Rents, 
Rates and Taxes, for Fire Insurance, and for the Salaries of al! Local Officials whose respec. 


tive salaries excced £30, shall be primary charges on all moneys paid intothe United Syna. ' 


gogue Account at the Bank of England, and shall be debited to the account of the said 
Constituent Synagogue in the books of the United Synagogue. 

V. In case of deficiency of revenue of one or more of the Constituent Synagogues to meet all or 
any of the obligatory demands anecified in Resolutions IT. 1V.and VIIL., the gross revenue 
of the remaining synagogues shall be assessed, pro rat@,to make good such deficit, and the 
amount of such deficit and assessment shall be announced by the Finance Cov mittee at the 
fatne time atthe assessment required and provided for in Clanee III, Provided always that 
the provisions in this Clause shall in no way vary or affect the provisions of Clause 28 of the 
Echedule to the United Synagogues Act with respect to the closing or discontinuance of a 
Cons*‘ituent Synagogue, 

VI. Fhould the estimated requi: ements: fany of the Constituent Synagogues erceed the amount 
at its disposal after meet ng the demands her inbefore epecified, an enumeration of the par- 
ticulars of all such requirements shall be annwally prepared by the Board of Management 
of such Constituent Synagogue, laid before the Finance Committee, and then submitted to

“OUTLINES OF JEWISH HISTORY.” 
Outlines of Jewish Hist By LADY MaGnus, (Longmans) 


‘We have here a book that has been long wanted among us. Of Bible 


M ils, Bible ries, Bible he ling-bo ‘ks we have en ugh ind th 
hut nowhere in our language could we find the tragic anna!s of our race 
Bible times told in an interesting manner. Lady Magnus has svpplied the want 
in this admirably conceived and excellently executed little book. All the chief 
events and most of the chi f actors that have appeared on the varied scene of 
Jewish history since the Babylonian Captivity to the death of Sir Moses Montetiore 
are here sketched in a bright incisive style that cannot fail to attract the youthful 
reader. Each event is made the subject of a special paragraph which has its 
contents summed up at the beginning often in a sub-title that will set young 
minds thinking if it will not add much to their information directly. Lady 
Magnus has wisely made her chapters as personal as possible, and has been as 
sparing as possible of generalisations. Dr. Friedlander has revised the special 
det iils, the accuracy of which in Inost Cases leave S nothing to be desired, and the 
Jacob Franklin Trustees have wise ly added it tothe books which they subsidise. 
The tone in which itis written forms its chief attraction to Jewish readers ; itis 
instinct with Jewish feeling in its best form. The book will doubtless be adopted 
in our chief communal schools for which it is specially adapted, and it will like - 
wise form the home redding of many a youthful Jew and Jewess whose know- 
ledge of the mediawval and modern phases f Jewish history is of the vaguest 
description. The book is clearly priated, has illustrative maps, and is published 
at an extremely moderate price. We welcome ith«artily as filling a conspicuous 
gap in our Jewish schoolbooks.,

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE NORTH LONDON TEMPORARY BRANCII 
SYNAGOGUE, 
The movement which was set on foot some three years ago by'Mr. Salomon 


‘Pool, a prominent member of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, for the 


establishment of a synagogue in North London, to be connected with the parent 
synagogue in Bevis Marks, culminated on Sunday last, when a temporary syna- 
gogue was consecrated at the North London Collegiate School, 39, Mildmay Park. 
Mr. A. Goldsmith, the principal of the school, has erected in the garden at the rear 
of his premises commodious and wé4l-ventilated schoolrooms, which, by an arrange- 
ment concluded between him and the committee of the branch synagogue, will be 
used for the next three years at least as a place of worship conducted according 
to the Sephardim ritaal. For several years Spanish and Portaguese Jews residing 
in the North London District. east of Highbury, had the advantage of attendiny 
services at the pretty private synagogue situated in the grounds of Spenser House, 
Essex Road. and built by the late Mr. Andrade. This synagogue has been closed 
for upwards of eighteen months, and since then services were held on the festivals 
in another private hou-e, Mr. Salomon Pool had, however, previously agitated in 
the vestry room in Bevis Marks for the establishment of a regular synagogue by 
means of a contribution from the communa! funds, to be supplemented by volun- 
tary donations. The necessary sanction was given, but as the exchequer of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation did not admit of a grant being made for the 
building of a new synagogue, the movement was suspended for a time. The 
scheme for the sale of the city property, provided under certain  con- 
tingencies for the necessary financial support to a North Lundon Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, but it will be within the recollection of our readers that 
the scheme has fallen through. Under thesa circumstances, the North London 
Synagogue movement was revived; a good working committee, with Mr. Pool at 
its head, and his son, Mr. E. S. Pool, as honorary secretary, was formed, with the 
result that a first step has been taken towards the establishment of a permanent 
congregation of Sephardim Jews, of whom there are now about 200 in the North 
London District. 

The consecration ceremony on Snnday was attended by several members (in- 
cluding ladies, for whom provision has also been made) of the newly formed 
congregation, by a number of German Jewish residents, by the Levy. 8. 
Jacobs, minister elect for Kingston, Jamaica, and Mr. Oswald J. Simon. The 
recognised lay heads of the Sephardim community were, however, conspicuous by 
their absence. The service, which in no way differed from that observed on 
similar occasions in synagogues following the German ritual, was conducted by the 
Revs. D. Piza and 8. J. Roco, Readers of the synagogue in Bevis Marks, and by Mr. 
J. Chumaceiro, Reader of the new synagogue, assisted by a contingent of the choir 
of the Bryanstone Street Synagogue, under the direction of Mr, E. R. Jessurun, the 
choir-master, who presided at the harmonium. The musical portion of the service 
included some of the beautifal and ancient melodies of the Sephardim Jews, and 
were well sung. The usual seven circuits were made with Sepharim belonging to the 
parent synagogue and covered with mantles, to the majority of which no slight 
historical interest is attached. One, for example, a fine specimen of embroidery 
and gold, belonged to the grandfather of the late Sir Moses Montefiore, and is still 
in excellent condition. Another mantle wasa gift to the congregation from David 
Abarbanel Lindo, whose coat of arms it bears. In heu of a sermon the Rev. )), 
Piza offered upa prayer for the welfare of the congregation, The tervice con- 
cluded with the singing of Psalm 150 by the choir. | 


In the evening the school-buildings were consecrated, the officiating ministers 
being the Rev. 8. J. Roco and Rev, L. Lesser, Reader of the Dalston Synagogue. 
The vieitors were subsequentiy enabled to convince themselves of the excellence of 
the arrangements made by Mr. Goldsmith for the convenience and comfort of his

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Tue year that has just passed away cannot be termed an eventful one for 
Jews and Judaism. If no marked amelioration has taken place in the con- 
dition of our bretheren in Eastern Europe, no outburst of popular fury has 
darkened the annals of the past twelve months. Our summary of its 
notable events must in large measure take the form of personal items, and 
this is the more satisfactory as these notices are naturally of a favourable 
character. After all the life of the community is composed of the lives of 
its individual members, and as these progress the community advances. 

We may first take a comprehensive view of the condition of our brethren 
abroad. The Great Bear has lain dormant during the year, ani little has 
been stirring in Russia. The hopes of increased toleration aroused by the 
Pahlen Commission have scarcely been confirmed by the masterly inactivity 
of that body, while several attempts have been made to carry into execution 
the severer restrictions that blot the Russian Code. A couple of riots have 
taken place, but it would be strange if something of the kind did not occur. 
in.a population of four million Jews, Roumania, Russia's neighbour “ by 
nature as well as by name,” has gone on her own evil way, holding a ludi- 
crous anti-Jewish Congress, and has reached the climax of intolerance by 
banishing from her borders Dr. M. Ciasrer, the greatest living European 
authority on Roumanian literature and folk-lore. What Roumania has 
failed to utilize, Oxford has known how to appreciate, and Roumania’s loss 
has been England's gain, It must be one of the personal items to which we 
abore alluded to offer to the learned Doctor a hearty welcome among us, 
In the rest of Europe little noteworthy has occurred, and we hare only to 
observe that an ingenious nevelty in advertising by meana of that harmless 
amusement, the French duel, has given a factitious noteriety to a book 
of one Daemont. As a set off to this, as it were, lest it should be thought 
that the French as a nation were being bitten by anti-Semitism, the French 
Institute has “made Minyan” of its Jewish members by adding Baron 
DE RoruscHitp to its Art Section. 

Turning to our own fortunes during the year, it seems natural to direct

In connection with synagogue work no subject is of more importance 
than the religious education of our children, and it is gratifying to observe a 
marked advance in this dtrection during the year. A wide extension of 
religious classes in connection with the New West End, Central, St. Jolin's 
Wood, North London and Dalston Synagogues has taken place, and announce- 
ment has been made of the formation of Hebrew Classes at the Berkeley 
Street Synagogue. Little has been done to obtain a more rational system of 
teaching Hebrew, and a collection of vernacular prayers for home use is still 
a crying want. Perhaps the admission of Hebrew as a subject at the Oxford 
and Cambridge Local Examinations, as well as at Harrow, will serve to 
expedite the former object by bringing it into closer connection with secular 
subjects of study. 

From religious to secular education is but a step. The Jews’ Free 
School has pursued its triumphant career with the phenomenal success which 
we almost take as granted for it.

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TIE EXODUS OF JEWS FROM ROUMANTA. 


BOTT USCHAN, SEPTEMBER 19TH, 1886. 

Referring to the statement in one of your recent issueson the subject of the 
Jewish emigration from this country, I wish to observe that the present movement 
is not one of any ordinary kind, but has assumed the characterof an emigration 
en masse, Notonly do followers of the Jewish faith quit Jasay by hundreds every 
Tuesaday and Friday, but they also leave this country daily in small bodies for 
America and other countries. I believe lamin no way exaggerating when I say 
that since the emigration fever, consequent on our bitter persecution, has broken 
out, upwards of 15.000 Jews have left Jassy alone, This fact is amply borne out 
by a comparison between the statistics for 1880, and those for the current year. In 
1880, Jassy, the capital of Moldavia,had a population of about 90,000, which accord. 
ing to the recently published statistical data has now been reduced to 60,000 the 
floating population included, A decrease of 30,000 souls bas thus taken place in 
the number of the inhabitants of Jassy during the brief period of five years and a 
half, Other towns, eapecially in Moldavia, show a similar tendency to decrease of 
population, 

The causes which conduce towards emigration are twofold, In the first case 
we have todeal with an overgrowth of population which is out of proportion to the 
capacity of the country for providing its inhabitants with the necessary means of 
life; and second!y emigration is also fostered by the arbitrary administration of 
the laws of the country, and the rapacity of public functionaries, who being prac- 
tically uncontrolled and devoid of all feelings of humanity, extort the last penny 
from the people. To this latter circumstance especially mast be attributed the 
emigration of the Jews, The lot of the Jewish exile, voluntary or oth«rwise, is the 
more pitiable, since he, unlike his French or German equal, who has been brought 
up as a labourer, is not equal to the task which les before him in a foreign country 
and particularly in America. The Jew in Roumania has passed the greater part 
of his life as a trader,and since, asis but natural he receives his impressions from his 
neighbours and therefore leads a life of comparative indolence, he can scarcely adapt 
himself to the hard requirements of his new home, which ran altogether counter 
to his former mode of living. The emigration of Jews from Roumania is never- 
theless justifiable as a final means of escape from their wretched position ; for no 
prospects of ameliorating their position at home are held out to them in any shape 
whatever, 

The question naturaily suggests itself, will this emigration. be of a permament 
character ? Is this policy of compulsory emigration the only solution to be given 
by our Government to a social question of such wide importance as the Jewish ques- 
tion / Persenally, I do not believe in the efficacy of this policy, for it is impossible 
to compel aneutire people to expatriate itself, and to forsake a country to which 
they are attached by numberless ties of interest and sentiment, Emigration will, 
therefore, cease in time. A powerful lever towards its cessation is the attitude 
adoptedin New York in consequence of the unusual intlux of Roumanian Jews into 
the United States, where the Jewish proletariat has come to be regarded as a verita- 
ble plague. As you are already aware, the Emigration Commissioners have deter- 
mined tosénd back all persons who are either unprovided with sufficient means, 
or are infirm and old, Froma letter I have received from a friend in Hamburg, | 
gather that many Roumanian Jews have been reshipped to Europe by the American 
authorities for reasons already stated in the present letter. These poor people are 
wandering about in Hamburg, not having the means to continue their journey 
homewards, As I have already remarked, the policy of solving the Jewish question 
by means of forcible ejectment is very difficult of execation. 

What other means, then, should be employed to settle this question ? Ido ‘not 
conceal from myself the difficulty of giving asatisfactory answer, The gulf which 
divides the Roumanian Jew from his Christian fellow countryman, thanks to the 
hatred which bas been artificially nourished and fostered in the breasts of the latter. 
is indeed very wide. Conflicting interests and mutual ill-will have Leen created 
and cannot be set aside at a moment's notice. As the only real solution of the 
Jewish question, I would plead for an amelioration in our position in the country 
wherejwe were born, and where we have passed the greater part of our lives, If the 
Government of the day have not yet made up their minds to do justice to the Jewish 
cause, let us trust that another Cabinet will one day succeed them, endowed with 
more humane and liberal principles, and determined therefore to remedy an evil, 
from which one class of the population is unjustly saffering,and which is as dis. 
honourable to the country as it is ruinous to her interests. 

Meanwhile our situation has reached a stage of wretchedness that cannot be 
described in words, If no brute force be at present employed against the Jews, as 
was formerly the case, they are none the less a prey tothe cunning manner ‘jn 
which the laws were framed, For, as.you know, a widely different interpretation 
is given to the law when the person to be dealt with happens to be a Christian 
oraJew. The latter cannot be a public functionary, lawyer or teacherin a public 
school, He is the outcast of Roumanian socicty, and because he cannot appeal 
as every foreigner can, to hisown Government, he is made to feel his position most 
acutely. The consequences of this exclusive policy are already making themselves 
undeniably feit. A fearful reaction has set in with regard to commerce, which 
threatens a comple breakdown of the country's credit. Abroad it has already gone, 
Every day we hear of failures of old commercial firms. House and other property 
has fallen to half its value,and even then it cannot be disposed of. Shops and private 
dwellings are closed, partially owing to emigration and partially to the bad 
state of trade. Yet while prices are going down, the Government in order 
to crush the people altogether is imposing new taxes on them. A dealer 
in spirits now pays 500 francs a year for his licence, and he can scarcely earn any- 
thing above this tax in order to maintain nimse!f and his family. I could multiply 
these instances, but let it suffice for to-day that our future, no less than that of the 
country, is gloomy in the extreme.

The Bodleian MSS. of the Midrashim though not very numerous, are never- 
thelees valu ible, and some of the more iinportant have be: n collated and com- 
mented upon by various editors of whose labours Dr. Neubauer fully informs 
the student. Some interesting translations of the Bible follow, among them a 
paraphrase of Esther in German rhymed prose. The Library is far richer, how- 
ever, in the next section : Commentaries and Supercommentaries. The marvellous 
popularity of Rashi is well evidenced not only by the very large number of 
complete and fragmentary copies of his works, but also by the fri quency with 
which his commentaries are added on the margins of MSS. containing the writ 
ings of other scholars. The critical value of the Bodleian MSS. of the Talmud has 
yet to be fully ascertained, but Dr. Neubauer indicates that some variations exist 
from the text of the printed editions of the Jerusalem Talmud. An interesting 
feature of one MS. of the Babylonian Talmud is that the Mishnah of the whole 
chapter precedes the Gemara. It is regrettable to notice how often the m irginal 
notes on the MSS. have been injured by the binders. We may venture with 
sufety to allege that this carelessness has not occurred under Dr. Neubaner’s 
regime at the Library ; no doubt the injury was done before the volumes were 
acquired by the Bodleian. Among the Talmudic Commentaries are some unedited 
Tosafoth, while some slight variations also occur from the printed notes. The 
Talmudic MSS. are indeed very numerous, no less than 659 articles of the Cata- 
logue being devoted to their description. But what we conceive to be the most 
inportant and valuable section of the Bodleian MSS. is that (Nos. 1023 1220) in 
which the Liturgies are so minutely and learnedly described, Several of these 
MSS. have already been turned to excellent account by Steinschneider and others, 
but much new material still remains at the service of students of our Ritual in 
its history and development. The Library possesses interesting treasures deal 
ing with The logy, Philosophy ind Ethics, large number of Cabl list) tj 
eal and, as might be anticipated, Mathematical and Medical’ manuscripts, among 
the latter being a treatise in seven books-on alimentations by a Mosheh ben 
Maimon, who is not Maimonides. Then follow miscellaneous sections, all of 
more or less interest. 

As 4 companion volume to the Catalogue, the Clarendon Press has issued a 
magnificent portfolio of Facsimiles which it is praise enough to say are worthy 
of the work they accompany. To the difliculty of reproducing some of 
the mh plate Ss 18 due, we belie ve, SOC of the delay that has attend: d the publica- 
tioy of Dr. Neubauer’s Catalogue. Beautiful though they are in themselves, 
these facsimiles are intended to serve an important practical purpose. They 
present specimens of nearly all the known methods of Rabbinical writing, and 
enable the reader to appreciate some of the grounds on which the date and coun- 
try of various MSS. can be determined with considerable accuracy. As Dr. 
Neubauer remarks in his preface to the volume. of facsimiles, though the square 
characters in the various countries have not been materially altered, the cursive 
characters are almost entirely different in different places, and when written by 
scribes of different nationalities. Hence may be deduced indications of author- 
ship and age of MSS. which, except in rare instances, are absolutely reliable. Dr. 
Neubauer adds a transcription of all his specimens and thus the student will find 
it easy to familiarise himself with the varioas styles of Rabbinical caligraphy,. 
many of which are extremely intricate and diflicult to: decipher. The author adds 
an exhaustive account of previous publications of facsimiles, none of which, 
however, would seem to be on the same magnificent scale as the present publi- 
cation, for which both Dr. Neubaucr and the Curators of the Clarendon Press 
deserve our heartiest thanks. 

fHE JEWISH POPULATION IN RUSSIA. 

On the demand of the Superior Commission for Jewish Affairs in Russia, the 
Statistical Committee of the Ministry of the Interior has collected information 
concerning the Jewish population and the landed property of Jews in the year 
1884, in the South-Western Governments of Russia, which belong tu the area of 
settiement of the Jews. These statistical data have been published under the heading 
of “ Statistical Annual for 1885,” and apply to 16 governments which are assigned 
As pl ices of residence for the Jews. Th-se are the Governments of Minsk, 
Grodno, Kowno, Mohilew, Podolia, Bessarabia, Wolhynia, Wilna, Witebsk, Kiew, 
Kherson, Tchernigow, Poltowa, Ekaterinoslaw, Tauride and Charkow, as well as 
the three towns of Odessa, Kertsch and Sebastopol. 

Among the total population of 255 million inhabitants comprised in the 
sixteen Governin nts, and the three towns mentioned above, there are 2,930,059 
Jews, that is to say 11°5 per cent. of the population. Inthe Governments of 
Minsk, Grodno, Kowno and Mohilew, they form a fifth of the population ; they 
are 12 to 15 per cent. inthe Governments of Bessarabia, Wollhynia, Witebsk and 
Kiew, 10 per cent.'in Kherson, 4:4 per cent. in Tchernigow, Jo per cent, in 
Poltawa, 3°2 per cent. in Ekaterinoslaw, 3°5 per cent. in Tauride, and (4 per 
cent. in Charkow. The majority of the Jews live in the towns and boroaghs. In 
4 towns they form 8U per cent. of the population ; in 14, from 70 to 5) per 
cent. ; in 68, from 50 to 70 per cent.; and in 28, from 20 to 40 per cent. The 
Jewish population of the boroughs is on the average 42 per cent. ; in the villages 
it only attains an average of 10 per cent. 


FATAL Fire.—A fatal fire occurred last Monday afternoon in the dwelling- 
house of - Mr, Israel Sugarman, tailor, Strangeways, Manchester, His daughter, a 
girl about seven years of age, took a light into the cellar and accidentally set fire 
to some shavings and rags, and her father, alarmed by the smoke, rushed into the 
cellar and found his little girl lying helpless in the flames, He snatched her up 
and she was at once taken to the infirmary, but died on the way, Mr, Sugarman 
was also burnt about the hands and face.

On the motion 
of the Chairman a vote of thanks was unanimously passed to Mr. Landau for the 
energy he had displayed in the interests of the Ivatitution. It wae resolved that 
the salary of the Ruperinterdent be increased, and that a paid Secretary be 
a pointed. Messrs. B. Birnbaum, E. A. Franklin, H. A. Franklin, and HW, Landau, 
and the honorary officeis-were aj pointed a Committee for the preparation of the 
first annual report. Mr. Hermann Landau called attention to the desirability of the 
introduction ofa labour test into the eetabli-hment. He sugyested that after in- 
mates ! ad been in the shelt-r for three days, some task should be set them. This 
would act as a deterrent to those who did not desire to work. The matter was 
r-ferre{ for conrideration to the Executive Committees, Mr. Landau called atten- 
tion tothe state in which several enjizrants from America arrived at the Shelter. 
It transpired that a large num'‘er of foreign Jews upon arriving at the Ame ican 
shores wee hauded over by an Americen Emigration Society to cattle drovers, 
The poor Jews obtained their pi-sage to England free. but were brutally beaten 
during the voyage and arrived at the Home, covered with scars and bruises. It was 
resolved that further enquiries be made into the matter. . A vote of thanks to the 
Chair terminated the meeting. 


Heutt.—At an informal meeting of the Hull Corporation last week, Alderman 
Symons was nominated for the position of Sheriff, bat declined to stand, notwith- 
standing the fa t that he would probably have been elected unanimously, so great 
was the desire to el-ct him,

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Workshors at Pusiic following letter from Mr. Benjamin L, 
Cohen was published inthe Jini/der of last Saturday :-—Sir.—I have read with 
great pleasure the article in your issae of the 11th inst. (p. 36%), on the ad- 
vantazge—-[ had almost written the necessity—of workshops at public aechoola, 
It is unnecessary to add one word in support of your advocacy of the know- 
ledge of the use of tools as an important item in the curricalum of all our public 
achools, but while such kn »wledge mey be rey irded as an attrac ive and neeafyl 
accomplishment to many of the boys elucated at public schools, it ie of far greater 
importance to the large number trained and educa «1 at our public charitable in- 
stitutions, It is the duty and object of these latter as much to train themina 
way to earn their living as to impart a general elacation, anid it csn hardly be 
necessary to point out how conducive to this ead is a knowledge of the nee of 
tools, Those whoars engaved in the management of large charitable institutions 
well know how dilficult is frequently the placing of boys in suitable sitnations on 
leaving the charity. Tradesin this country generally,and perhaps eatill more in 
the metropolis in particular, a‘e a'ready so over stocked that even if young boys 
are apprenticed to cigar-makera, tailors, or shopkeepers, it is more than doubtful if 
they can earn their livelihood when the term of apprenticeship has expirel.. I 
believe it would be a far greater service to the boys if our great charitable institu- 
tions were to retain them till such age as would permit of their being sent to onr 
Colonies or to the Western States of America, and in these new countries it is im- 
possible to exaggerate the importance of a knowledge of the use o’ tools and the 
rudiments of plain and solid geometry. I observe you write," the use of the 
workshop would, of course, be confined to play-hours.” [doubt if this should be 
at public schools, but I am strongly of opinion that it should not be the case in an 
institution designed to train boys who are dependent o1 their on earnings for 
their livelihood almost immediately on leaving school. For su th bors a large por- 
tion of the knowledge at present imparted at most of our orphan asyinmes is wholly 
useless, The population of many towns, the existence of which is never likely to 
concern them, the length ef rivers,and the height of mountains in various parts 
of the world, are all details which are only acquired after the expenditure of an 
immense amount of time and labour by teachers and papils, and are forgotten 
naimost as soon as learned, without any loss to the pupil. Instead of this, how 
much more useful and how little more expensive would it be to impart to these 
boys some knowledge of tools, which would never be lost, which. wou'd be of far 
greater asrvice when possessed, aod the acquisition of which would be a source of 
attraction instead of an effort of frequently overstraine 1 brain power. Being 
myself firmly convinced of the value of such koowledze, [ am erecting at the 
orphan asylum of my own community at Lower Norwood, with the sanction of the 
Board of Management, a workshop which is designed by Mr. Lewis Solomon, and 
which it is my istention to eq lip with benches. toola. and, later on. with lathes, 
The managers have consented to appropriate the requisite number of hours (pro- 
bably some four or five per weck) to the training of the boys to a knowledge of the 
use of both for wood and metil working. It is intended to appoint a com- 
petent instructor to attend twice a week to teach the bors in the workshop, and I 
am sanguine that the experiment will be of invaluable service t» those who are 
instructed. If it should be attended with the hoped for succers, I shall endeavour 
to induce the Board of Management of the Lonion Orphan Asylum at Watford, of 
which it is my privilege to be a member, to adopt the samo course as we are doing 
at Lower Norwood. I believe that if these two well-known orphen asylums were 
to be known to have adopted s»me such plan as [ have here briefly described, the 
movement would gradually extend, and the orphan asylums of the country will 
thereby have gone farin practice towards that at which they aim in theory, viz., 
standing in parentis to the ds pendent anc freque utly friend'ess children who 
enter their walls,
